II 
HOUSING, RECORDS AND DISPLAY 


B. Smart 


HOUSING: 

An American librarian reports that he has found "current newspapers 
housed on chest-high sloping counters at which readers must stand. 
The aim here is to discourage loafing and prevent sleeping" (A.D. Os- 
born in Serial publications, Chicago, 1955. p. 209). In most South 
African libraries today the problem is not to discourage unco-opera- 
tive library users but to tempt them into the library, to encourage 
them to recognise it as a source of information and inspiration 
easily accessible to all. Libraries still have to "sell" themselves 
to the public - and one of the best methods is to provide attractive 
and comfortable surroundings. This applies particularly to the 
periodicals room, where good lighting, display shelving, adequate 
table space, and reasonably comfortable chairs are essential if 
readers are to be persuaded to put current periodicals to the best use. 

At the same time the particular problems involved in storing 
periodicals over a long period must be considered. While the latest 
issues must be prominently displayed, recent unbound back numbers 
must be easily accessible but well protected from dust. 

One of the most suitable types of shelving for current issues is 
illustrated here. (See overleaf.) It has broad sloping shelves for 
display and storage space in the cupboards below. Another possible 
style has alternate sloping and normal shelves, so that back numbers 
can be stored immediately below the latest issue displayed. Bound 
volumes need proper shelving in which they can stand upright; and in 
Planning the room adequate space for the accumulation of bound 
volumes over the years must be allowed. Current issues of newspapers 
are best kept on loose wooden rods in a frame. 

RECORDS: 

One of the biggest problems in work with periodicals is to control 
them by accurate and adequate records. The three usual methods of 
recording issues as they come into the library are to enter them in a 
bound register, on loose cards kept in a tray or drawer, or on cards 
in a visible file. The first method is rarely satisfactory. It is 
difficult to assign the correct amount of space to entries over a 














long period, unpleasant and wasteful of time to use the book in 


tracing titles, impossible to destroy or alter records without spoil- 
ing the appearance and clarity of the register, often unneces sarily 
bulky, and easy to mislay. 

Current practice in large libraries is to use a visible card index 
in which the record cards are suspended on thin wires in a tray in a 
steel cabinet. The cards overlap so that all the titles, typed along 
the lower edges of the cards, can be read at a glance and the correct 
card turned up at once. Another advantage is that cards can easily 
be altered or replaced without destroying the efficiency and neat- 
ness of the index. This method is used by the Central Reference 
Library in Cape Town. Metal files, very like Leverarch files in form, 
containing rods for about 100 cards, and cards for use in them, are 
available for larger libraries. 

Most public libraries should find a file of 3" x 7" cards an ade- 
quate and easily stored record. KPB 96 has been designed for weekly 
periodicals, KPB 97 for monthlies, and KPB 98 for quarterlies or 
irregular or annual publications. Under "Remarks" a note should be 
made of the fate of the periodical, e.g. "Sold by auction for 15/- 
21.7.60", "Sent for binding 25.2.60. Recd. from binders 28. 3.60", 
"Sent to Region for Ref. Lib. 28.2.60". As records accumulate, old 
cards may be removed from the current file and kept as a guide to the 
library’s own holdings of back numbers and to the holdings of the 
Reference Library for the area. In any case, it is most important to 
check records frequently for issues which have not been received and 
to inform the agent immediately if there are missing issues. Often 
only a limited number of each issue is printed and after a few weeks 
back numbers are unobtainable.

removed from the library" and when this no longer applies cancel it 
with s "Cancelled" stamp. Provided they are not intended for binding, 
and that the two most recent issues are always available in the 
library, periodicals may be issued to borrowers (Circular No. 2/1959). 
Issues may be recorded in a ledger or on 5" x 3" slips which may be 
Placed in the borrower’s pocket. A plastic jacket will protect the 
periodical - and remind the reader that it is not his own! A date 
sheet should be attached to the periodical or to the inside of the 
plastic cover and stamped with the date three days ahead. Where a 
periodical is in constant demand a book-pocket may be fixed to the 
cover and an issue card for the number kept in it, unless, of course, 

the paper is too flimsy. 

DISPLAY: - 

Attractive display is most important. Very often periodicals care- 
fully chosen by the librarian and committee with the help of the 
Regional Librarian remain unread simply because readers do not 
realise that they exist. Then when the time comes to renew sub- 
scriptions the librarian argues that members are interested only in 
the very popular, ephemeral periodicals and do not use the informative 
technical, scientific and cultural magazines at their disposal. At- 
tention should be drawn to worthwhile but little read titles by using 
them with books in library displays, by giving them temporary pro- 
minence on the shelves or on the tables, or by attractive signs or 
posters on the notice board or in the periodicals room. 

Arrangement on the display shelving may be alphabetical, but could 
usefully be by rough subject groups. This may be found an easier 
arrangement for the use of the ordinary reader who may not know all 
the titles of periodicals in his particular field of interest, and 
will also show up gaps in the range of subjects covered by subscrip- 
tions. To protect the newest issues from dust and wear and tear 
libraries usually use some form of protective cover. It is hoped 
that a plastic jacket suitable for periodicals will be available from 
the Library Service in three sizes; otherwise various types of 
folders are available from stationery firms. 

It is up to the librarian and committee to decide on the best style 
of furniture, with an eye to the money available. ough straight- 
backed chairs and tables of a comfortable height should be provided, 
and a few arm-chairs like those illustrated, which have rubber 
cushions, are simple to keep clean, and light enough to move easily. 
Light wood and colourful upholstery can make all the difference to 
the atmosphere of the room, which should come into its ow as a busy, 
valuable department of the library where "loafing and sleeping" will 
be unthinkable.

During the two weeks of the course, 
the librarians found every minute 
filled. When the daily lectures on 
Childrens’ Books, Audio-Visual mater- 
ial in public libraries, book selec- 
tion, etc. were finished for the day, 
there were film shows, and pl ay-read- 
ing arranged for the evenings. 

A group of those interested was taken 
to National Theatre’s production of 
"The Prisoner" in Bellville Civic 
Centre. 

Altogether everyone enjoyed and 
benefited from the Vacation School.

The Library in Kokstad was officially opened under the Provincial 
Library scheme on Wednesday, March lst. It was the culmination of 
many years of discussion, followed by many months of hard work on the 
part of the Town Council in the face of harsh criticism. 

The public were suspicious of becoming a cog in the Provincial 
wheel and were afraid of the library losing its identity. They were 
further annoyed by unavoidable delays in the alteration of the libra- 
ry building. Fortunately, however, a month before the official 
opening new shelves of mahogany appeared to replace the old ones; 
a fortnight later the Travelling library aroused much interest and 
speculation by stopping outside the newly altered building. After a 
week of intense activity the public had their first glimpse of the 
new books. Their interest was obvious from the fact that the output 
of books on that first day trebled. The public had been won over and 
were unanimous in their approval of the change. 

The history of the library in Kokstad goes back to the last years 
of the 19th century. It was started on a site alongside the present 
building where a garage now stands. Mrs. Wirth, the local dressmaker, 
and her husband set aside one room of their home for the purpose and 
acted as librarians. The library was open at all hours of the day 
and used to be the favourite meeting point of the old and young of 
the town and surrounding country-side, particularly in the evenings 
when there was nowhere for them to go. By 1906 sufficient money had 
been raised to put out tenders for a library building. The site was 
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generously donated by Mrs. Wirth and the late Mr. Wirth in memory of 
their son who was tragically killed in an accident. In 1908 the 
building was officially opened and Mrs. Wirth presented with a gold 
watch and chain by the Mayor in gratitude for her work. 

The building consisted of several rooms including a large reading 
room and Childrens’ room. At first there were only a few shelves of 
books but gradually the library was built up and owing to the lack of 
financial resources the shelves had to be planks joined together by 
paraffin boxes. The subscription was by families and no limit was 
imposed on the length of time any book could be kept out, except on 
the latest additions to the library. 

As early as 1946 the problem as to whether Kokstad should join the 
Provincial Library Service was discussed. Year by year objections 
were raised and the matter "deferred for consideration at a later 
date". Throughout the minutes made during these years there appears 
the objection that the reading matter provided would be censored; 
that the public would have no say in the choice of books; that they 
would be given what the Province thought "good for them", Finally, 
however, a general meeting of subscribers was held to vote on the 
matter. The result was in favour of the Provincial Library Service 
but only by one vote-and that of a deaf old lady who later confessed 
that she was uncertain of what she was voting for! At the same time a 
meeting of ratepayers had been held and those present had voted in 
favour of the Town Council taking over the library. The result was 
that the £200 annual grant given by the Municipality had to be taken 
away, and the subscription library failed through lack of funds. The 
Library Committee as trustees of the property then handed over the 
building and land to the Town Council. 

In August 1960 the library was closed for alterations. Three walls 
were knocked down, thus making it more spacious; a listening room was 
partitioned off with a sound-proof wall and the whole building made 
more cheerful and light with a modern colour scheme. 

The library serves a community of approximately 3,000 Europeans. 
In the 24 months it has been unofficially open it has made just over 
600 members of which 200 are school-children. Some of the members 
come in from farms as far away as 30 miles from Kokstad and the fara- 
ing community provides a fair percentage of the readers. 

The official opening of the library was held in the library build- 
ing itself and we were fortunate in having the Director of Library 
Services in the Cape, Dr. Th. Friis, to perform the opening ceremony. 
There were several beautiful floral decorations done for us by the 
Mayor’s wife and every shop in the town co-operated by providing 
props for the colourful displays on the eight display boards. The 
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listening room was furnished with easy chairs and soft music attrac- 
ted people’s attention to this exciting addition to the library. The 
furniture included a handsome record cabinet which we hope will soon 
be filled with records provided by the Province. The Mayor intro- 
duced Dr. Friis and took the opportunity of thanking the members of 
the old Library Committee who had done so much for the library in 
past years. 

Dr. Friis began by commending Kokstad on the positive, progressive 
step it had taken but reminded us that the people of Kokstad had a 
debt of gratitude towards those members of the old subscription li- 
brary who had worked so willingly and voluntarily to keep the flame

of culture alight in the community. He explained, however, that the 
new set-up was better equipped to carry on this task and that indeed 
the Provincial Library Service was a dynamic organisation. He told 
us that the library service uses every means of advertising and prop- 
aganda to bring music, art and other forms of culture within the 
reach of everyone. He warned the new Library Committee that they 
were headed for a difficult time in Kokstad because the success or 
failure of the new library depended on whether they were an active 
body or not. Dr. Friis left us with the inspiring realisation that 
the library service is the most influential, potential medium to 
assist in solving the problems of our country to-day. They are not 
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Dr. Friis with the Mayor of 
Kokstad who officiated at 


the opening ceremony. 


economic problems but social 
ones and ones that are 
brought about through lack 
of information. He urged 
the public to keep politics 
out of the library. He then 
formally declared the 
library open. 

Those who met the members 
of the Provincial Library 
Service after the opening at 
a cocktail party and those 
who worked with them during 
their visits to Kokstad realised that Dr. Friis’s words were not a 
vain ideal but a living fact. We have seen that Afrikaans and Eng- 
lish speaking members work together in complete harmony and with pas- 
Ssionate enthusiasm for their work. The library in Kokstad has start- 
ed a new era: The ending of an era is always nostalgic but we are 
convinced with Dr. Friis that a progressive and positive step has 
been taken. 


ADDRESSING LETTERS TO HEAD OFFICE: 


We wish to draw attention to the fact that the addressing of 
official letters or documents to private individuals rather than to 
The Director, Provincial Library Service, is contrary to Civil Ser- 
vice Regulations. There is good reason for this since it can cause 
considerable delay should the person concerned be away at the time. 
The letter would then await their return and the matter would be de- 
layed whereas it could have been dealt with by someone else.

Nadat ons ou Munisipale biblioteek in Mei 1960 gesluit is met n 
ledetal van slegs n skrale 104, het die biblioteek aangesluit by die 
Kaapse Provinsiale Biblioteekdiens. Op Dinsdag 17 Mei 1960 by ge- 
leentheid van n baie aangename funksie, is die biblioteeksaal in die 
Burgersentrum formeel geopen. Ons biblioteek is nie in n nuwe gebou 
nie, maar maak deel uit van die ou Laerskool wat verbreek en herbou 
is totdat die ou gebou heeltemal onherkenbaar en modern daaruit sien. 
Ons kry gelukwensings van almal wat hier kom besoek afl®@ (soms met so 
n tikkie afguns!) en Durbanville is trots op die mooi ruim, gerief- 
like biblioteeksaal. 

Sedert die dae van 104 lede, het baie dinge baie skielik en opeen- 
volgend gebeur en het ek en die Assistente sommige dae nie mooi ge- 
weet of ons op ons kop of ons voete staan nie. Om die fenomenale 
groei van die biblioteek te beklemtoon, sal die volgende paar statis- 
tieke miskien interessant wees - en onthou ons is nog maar net nege 
maande aan die gang! 

Ons ledetal staan nou op 1,067 en aangesien ons sorg dat nuwe lede 
die nommers kry van die wat vertrek, is dit n ware weergawe. Hiervan 
is 747 volwassenes en 320 kinders onder 15. Daar word gemiddeld 
5,000 boeke per maand uitgegee en waar die ou biblioteek net sowat 
7,000 boeke in voorraad gehad het, het ons nou meer as 20,000. 

Dit is mooi om te sien hoe gretig die publiek is ‘om gebruik te maak 
van die biblioteek. Baie oggende wanneer ek besig is met administra- 
tiewe werk en die biblioteek gesluit is vir die publiek dan loer 
iemand om die deur en moet ek hoor: ,Ek het maar net op die ,off 
chance" kom loer, of dalk ,Oh dear, are you closed on Wednesday 
mornings?" k&k help maar gewoonlik want vroetr of later sal almal 
hopelik die regte ure ken en intussen maak ons vriende vir die bib- 
lioteek. 

Vir my is nog die mooiste van die hele onderneming die entoesiasme 
van die kinders. Hulle is pragtig stil en soet en ons kan ook nie 
kla dat hulle die boeke verniel nie - maar kom kyk maar hoe krioel 
dit op n Vrydagnamiddag, veral so nan eksamen as hulle weer meer tyd 
het om te lees! Soms kom n paar skoon op die verkeerde namiddag hier 
aan en dan moet ek hoor: ,Maar Tannie, (of Juffrou, of Mevrou) die 
boekies was so dun, ek het hulle sommer gister al klaar gelees!"

By die ses openbare biblioteke en 21 depots het die ledetal met 838 
gestyg tot 5,964, ten spyte van twee depots wat gesluit moes word en 
die verdere voorsiening van boeke aan skole. (Geen statistieke word 
van skole verwag nie. ) 

Een openbare biblioteek te Joubertina, en n depot te Jonkersberg is 
gestig. 

Die gesamentlike ledetal is tot dusver by laasgenoemde twee plekke

In die Volwasse Afdeling is daar iectwat meer Ingelse as Afrikaanse 
verhale gelees, nl. 29.9 persent (n .5 persent toename) Afrikaans en 
32.3 (n 1.4 persent toename) Engels. 

By Uniondale en Willowmore verkies die lesers omtrent eweveel Afri-

kaans en Engels, maar by Joubertina is slegs 14 persent Engels teen- 
oor 43.1 persent Afrikaans gelees; by Blanco 18.4 persent Engels en 
32.8 persent Afrikaans. 


Hierdie verhouding is by Knysna omgekeer waar 48.3 persent Engels 
teenoor 20.4 persent Afrikaans uitgeneem is. En by Leisure Isle is 
Slegs .2 Afrikaans gelees. 

Weereens stel die klein persentasie nie-fiksie gelees, teleur, nl. 
slegs 9.5 persent. Leisure Isle het die beste gebruik gemaak van 
hierdie afdeling, waar 43.1 persent nie-fiksie uitgeneem is, maar dan 
daal die gebruik skerp tot 23.8 persent by Sedgefield en 14.0 persent 
by Knysna waarvandaan die kurwe stadiger daal tot 4.6 persent by 
Joubertina.

17.3 en Noll 17.6.

Hier het die ledetal vanaf 1,416 gestyg tot 1,629; terwyl die sir- 
kulasie opgeskiet het vanaf 25,742 tot 39, 762. 

In die volwasse afdeling word 20.6 persent Afrikaans en 12.2 per- 
sent Engels verhale gelees, met 4.2 persent nie-fiksie. 

Die kinders ,Vvergryp" hulle aan die Afrikaanse boeke, nl. 44.4 per- 
sent teenoor 9.4 persent Engels. Wat hier veral tref is dat 9,2 per- 





sent nie-fiksie deur die kinders gelees is. 

Onder die ses depots wat bedien word, het George se Kleurlinge die 
minste boeke per lid gelees, slegs 10.8 gemiddeld. By die ander 
wissel hierdie syfer tussen 23.6 by Oakhurst; 26:0 by Highway; 46.1 
by Plettenbergbaai tot by Dieprivier (Noll) waar besonder goed gelees 
is om 54.2 boeke gemiddeld per lener uitgeleen te kry. 

By die Knysna depot is. die hoogste persentasie nie-fiksie gelees, 
nl. 8.1 persent, maar dan volg n skerp daling na 2.8 persent by 
Plettenbergbaai en 1.7 persent by George. 


BO EX VOORRAAD: 

Die Streekbiblioteek beskik tans oor 22,640 boeke in die Kl eurling- 
afdeling en 83,763 in die Bl ankeafdeling. 

Hiervan is 52,436 boeke aan die blanke sentra en 8, 248 aan die 
Kleurlingdepots uitgereik, terwyl daar8s, 198 boeke aan blanke skole en 
3,273 boeke aan Kleurlingskole uitgereik is. 

Gedurende die jaar het die streekbiblioteek se voorraad met 19, 451 
Blanke en 3,156 Kleurling boeke gestyg. 


SPESI ALE AANVRAE: 

Hierdie stelsel bly by die Blanke lesers veral baie gewild. Gedu- 
rende die jaar is 1,523 sodanige aanvrae ontvang.
